In Bonn italy is felt to be’one of this 
country's most reliable political partners, 
There are no issues on which the (wo 
countries are at loggerlıeads, and Roıne has 
never presented the slightest difficulty in 
the way of Bonn's delicate relations with 
the Eastern Bloc. 

In recent years all Italian governments 
have lent Bonn's Ostpolitik support — 
with Vatican approval — and much of the 
groundwork for detente has been laid in 
Rome. 

On the occasion of President Heine- 
mann’s state. visit to Italy it is evident 
that . longstanding cordial relations 
between Rome and’ Bonn have ‘further 
improved in the wake of the November

Aged 75, Mr Bruce İs a man suiled for 
talks with Premier Chou En-lai and 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung. both of whom 
are much ithe same age. 


Mr Bruce will be accompanied by Mtr 
Holdridge, Henry Kissinger's Peking 
specialist, and Mr Kissinger's new deputy 
is General Snowcroft, who accompanied 
the President's national security adviser 
on his visit to Peking. 


The links between tlie White House and 
Peking are thus close, and ties with 
Tokyo have also bcen relieved of the 
trouble into which they ran last year. 
Tlıere can be no overlooking the trouble 
Japan is currently taking over relations 
with China. 


This welcome rapprochement on 
China's part holds the balance with Soviet 
interest in relations with America, in US 
grain deliveries, US technological and 
scientific cooperation and, {ast but not 
least, tlhe avoidance of a one-sided 
inclination towards Peking on Washing- 
ton's part.

Unster University, the third largest 
iı the Federal Republic as far as 
student population is concerned, follows 
Munich in the popularity stakes, 
according to a survey conducted by the 2 
Federal Stutistics Bureau in 1972, .

Endocrinologists discuss 
sex hormones in Berlin 


But Professor de Genne investigated the 
blond fat levels of these women with 
vascular disorders before they began 
regular consumption of Iiormone-based 
contraceptive pills and found that in 
many cases they lad aiways had a large 
amount of fat In their blood.

ment of the Pili Salpêtrîëre luspitl in 
Paris. Professor J, L. de Genne,the French 
hormone researcher, attricled cunsider- 
alle ıuention when he lectured on his 
work tu the nineteentls symposium of the 
Federal Republic's Fndocrinelogical As- 
jn hehl in West Berlin's Congress 
Hall uml attended hy mare than four 
hundred specialists from both home und 
abroad.

Two or thrve courses are arranged every 
year. Ou top of this the Nutrition 
Association publishes regular information 
on the latest findings of intemational 
nutritional research. 

Most of the questions the public ask are 
not concerned so much with details as 
with the basics — even though their 
inquiries may' hegin with questions such 
as «hether honey or jam is 
healihier. Can health be impaired by an 
incorrect diet? Fow can heart attacks be 
avoided? 

A relatively large number of young 
ople want information, From the ve 
ist moment they set up house they’ wish 
to do everything correctly and not cook 
and eat with such little thought as their 

parents. 

The general uncertainty concerning 
questions of food and drink can only be 
reduced in makeshift fushlon. “If only we 
could make plans for a period of three 
years we could set a number of 
Piorties, Dorette Fischer, Hamburg"s 
first nutritlonal adviser states, “But that 
is not possible as our budget is reviewed 
every year.” 

"Wo also need more staff", she com-

More funds needed 
for nutritional 


advice centres 


onê hundred articles in the local press 
dealt with their work. 

It is obvious that not everybody has 
been convinced of the need for such 
advice. The min reason is that the 
Nutritional Association has no money for 
advertising. It has no image and attracts 
negligible public inte rest. 

Nutritional advice is growing in 
importance. More and more finished 
products are coming on to the market 
and the proportion of basic foodstuffs 
sold is dropping. 

Unfortunately, anyone who wants is 
allowed to give nutritional advice and 
ınany people and organisations (uke 


advantage of thls — health food shops, 
women's magazines, food firms and the 
writers of rcipe books. 

Not all their advice is correct, 


Ignorance andl cconomic Interests often 
prove detrimental lo the consumer, 

It is therefore all the more imporiant 
that Indopendent advice should be 
provided frve of charge. Information 
must be given abit houscwives to 
make conparisons and plan their family’s 
diet eorrecly. 

But the inadequacies in the nutritlonal 
science sector can also be observed at 
Nutritional Association branches. Theit 
advice is û combination of tlhe most 
up-lo-the-minute Information and much 
thaf IS out of date or undeveloped. 

The dictary assistanls trained at. the 
Nutrition Association's Furlher Training 
Institute (some 120 of them work in 


he Nutrition Assuciutieur's advice 

centre in Hamburg is open to the 
public for four hours twice a week to give 
tips to people wiro are bewildered hy 
scientific terms such ius calories and not 
sure of Ihe bust way to edt, 

Hamburg, a city of almost two million 
inhabitants, has employed ene nutritional 
adviser, a women, for tle past fifteen 
years. During the last two years shte has 
been lıelped by a colleague. 

Throughout the whole of the Federal 
Republic there are only 25 nutritional 
advisers belonging to the Nutrition 
Association. Nutritional advice is the 
responsibility of the Federal states and 
some dispense wit it altagetlıer. Bavaria 
is one example. 

The Federal states that agree with the 
Nutriim Association's view and see 
nutritimal adyvke as a preventive health 
measure provide financial backing. 

Hamhurg is spending 79,000 Marks on 
the current year’s work. That is not much 

or a cily the size of flanburg but the 
two advısers were able to make ust ydar's 
budget of 57,000 Marks gu a long way, 

The organked 44% courses und 84 
lectures at the health department, in 
nursing colleges, for parents, teachers, 
BR, Suciat workers and the staff of old 
olks lomes. 

They also covered the relall food trade, 
tndustriıl fairs, women’s assoclations, 
diabetic organisations and Hamburr's 
electricity power slation, Even the 3 
brigide learned how to cook nutritious 
and non-fattening food Cor the hours they
